Pedestrian Traffic 
Will Be Controlled 


Pedestrian traffic laws - now 
in the form of permissive legisla- 
tion - will eventually be mandatory 
for the town, 

Safety Officer William Tammany 
predicted eventual compliance with 
the law, probably at a substantial 
cost, when he met with the Select- 
men Monday night, 

The law requires ‘‘walk’’, ‘‘don’t 
walk’’ signs instead of the familiar 
combination of red-yellow traffic 
lights. 

Officer Tammany said any new 
traffic lights in the town will have 
to conform to the law, according 
to information he has received 
from the State Department of 
Public Works, 

This eventually will lead to re- 
novating existing light systems, by 
adding the lighted pedestrian con= 
trol signs, due to synchronization 
of the system, 

Officer Tammany said the city 
‘of Springfield is going to spend one 
million dollars changing over the 
system. 

In most communities where this 
has been done, a massive educa=

Had they 
known that such a request was being considered last 
January, they might well have attended a public FinCom 
meeting to present equally convinaing arguments, 


For The Asking 


Over a period of many, many months, we have carried 
on a periodic campaign to obtain some form of emergency 
communications on major thru-roads. 

Our reasons are easy to understand — strangers driving 
through our town on Routes 93, and eventually on Route 
495, may need to call for assistance, for someone else or 
for themselves. As strangers, they possibly don’t know 
what town they are in, or where the nearest telephone 
can be found. This confusion can lead to wasted minutes, 
when a prompt call, and fast response, could mean saving 
lives and property. 

It is our present understanding that the state Depart- 
ment of Public Works, with the approval of the Federal 
Bureau of Roads, will take one small step in this direc- 
tion — if they are requested to do so. 

This is the erection of signs, at the access roads, in- 
forming motorists that telephone service is available by 
taking the exit. While this step does not exactly provide 
emergency communications on the highway, it does at 
least tell the motorist where he can find a telephone 
quickly. 

Apparently the town must officially request the state 
Department of Public Works to erect these signs. 

We suggest that all reasonable haste be used in making 
the application.

This author was Horatio Alger, 
Jr. Back in 1856 he wrote 
‘*Bertha’s Christmas Vision’’, a 
collection of sentimental stories 
and some poetry, Ten years later 
Alger produced ‘*Helen Ford’’, his 
one book to have the leading 
character be a girl, After another 
venture or two in trying out new 
formulas, Alger began his suc- 
cessful writing with ‘*Ragged 
Dick’’, in 1868, Fromthenon, until 
his death in 1899, there was one 
after another of the stories of 
success for the poor but honest 
type of character, This book was 
his claim to a ‘‘best seller’’, 
although the paperback publishers 
did not take up his work until after 
his death, Then the sales figures 
rose to such fantastic heights that 
total sales were guessed at to be 
in the three hundred million range, 
but modestly estimated at between 
sixteen and seventeen million. 

The prolific writer is being 
memorialized this year on the 
100th anniversary of his first book 
with the ‘‘strive to succeed’’ 
theme, ‘‘Frank’s Campaign; or 
What Boys Can Do On The Farm 
For The Camp,’’ The Memorial 
Hall Library is showing a few 
Alger books and calling attention to 
a newly published biography of 
Horation Alger, Jr., ‘From Rags 
To Riches’’ by John Tebbel, Also 
in the display are two books by 
“Oliver Optic’’, a contemporary 
of Alger's who never reached the 
high popularity of his friend, but 
followed some of the latter’s philo= 


sophies.
